Marines who fought for IWO JIMA, called 
this action, THE BATTLE FOR THE 
PORKCHOP ; . .. this being the shape of/the 
volcanic island. Completely barren of vege- 
tation, Iwo Jima, also known as Sulphur 
Island, is five miles long and one-half mile 
at its widest point. 

At the southwestern tip of the island, 
stands Mt. Suribachi * . . famous for its flag- 
raising episode by six marines. Standing 556 
feet high, Suribachi provided a natural ob- 
servation post where the Japanese could 
watch every movement of the invading 
Marines. It was on the slopes of Suribachi 
that the enemy had built his first airstrip— 
a must on the list of things to be secured 
immediately. 

I Dark volcanic sand made up the beaches 
on the southern part of the island, and be- 
cause of its softness* 'made the use of wheeled 
vehicles almost impossible. 

* The, main village on Iwo was Motoyamma. 
but aerial and naval bombardments reduced 
it to a mass of rubble; hence it was worth- 
less. West of the village lay' the sulphur 
mine. Sulphur smoke belching out of the 
volcanic sands added another hazard to the 
American invaders. But these pits did serve 
some purpose, they provided the men with 
automatic stoves for heating their rations and 
bathing water. 

^ The importance of Iwo Jilna became ap- 
parent with the capture of Saipan, Tinian 
and Guam and when the plans w T ere laid for 
around-the-clock bombing of Japan by the 
B'29 raids. The island, laying at the southern 
end of a chain of volcanic islands stretching 
from Tokyo Bay to the Marianas, is 670 miles 
south of Tokyo— making it an ideal heavy 
bombardment base. It is 3,300 miles closer 
to Japan than Pearl Harbor. 

Long regarded by the Japanese as the bul- 
wark of their inner defense perimeter, the 
Japanese had well-fortified the position. 
Every square foot of the island had been 
surveyed for prearranged zones of fire for 
artillery, antitank units, 320mm spigot mor- 
tars, huge rockets and a special type of 
infantry mortar. Underground telephone 
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cables made the fire control on these weapont 
a simple task* Small inortars had been dug 
into the ground with only an inch or two of 
the muzzle sticking out . . . in this position 
a man could easily drop shells into several 
weapons without changing his position. 

Intelligence reported after the island was 
secured, that a Yank remaining on any given 
spot would be certain of being hit by a bar- 
rage, so closely had the field of fire been 
plotted. 

When captured, Iwo Jima would place us 
that much closer to the heart of the Japanese 
homeland, and more important, it would 
provide fighter and bomber strips for the 
stepped up aerial onslaught against Japan 
proper. Being that much closer to their tar- 
gets, the mighty superf orts could reduce 
their gas loads and triple the bomb tonnage. 
Iwo began to pay off when the first B-29 
landed on March 1st, 1945. In the three 
months that followed, 852 forced landings 
were made, and the Air Force estimated that 
some nine thousand lives were saved as well 
as $510,000,000 in the value of the planes. 

As with all other Pacific Island invasions, 
preparation for the onslaught against Iwo 
Jima was intense. While intelligence reports 
were too tough to obtain, information con- 
cerning the defenses of the closely guarded 
island did supply an abundance of material. 
The various Japanese units' (and even their 
commanding officers) were known from cap- 
tared enemy documents. The estimates of 
troop strength proved to be 98% correct. 
But the one important piece of information 
that had to be known was impossible to learn 
—the effectiveness of the pre-D-day bom- 
bardments. The only way to find this out was 
when the Marines hit the enemy beaches! 

Aerial and Naval strikes were conducted 
against Iwo Jima for seventy two days prior 
to the initial landing on February 19, 1945. 
But even then we bombed them continu* 
ously, the Nips still continued to build up 
the defenses of the island. Prior to the aerial 
pounding it is known that there were 450 
major defensive installations on Iwo ♦ * * yet, 



on D minus 3, 750 such fortifications were 
counted ! The Japs were ready for us! 

But the mighty fleet assembled off-shore 
could not concentrate on these inland forti- 
fications, their targets were the beach de- 
fenses. Without this action, the initial land- 
ings could never have taken place. But 
despite tons of thousands of effective gunfire 
and bombing, Iwo would have to be reduced 
the hard way ... by the individual Marines! 

To the men of the Third, Fourth and Fifth 
Marine divisions, the action shaping up at 
Iwo was to be their toughest campaign. Not 
only the importance of their prize was on 
their minds, but also a knowledge of the 
toughness of the action. Intelligence had 
briefed them on that. 

Months of tough training had prepared 
them for their task— every intricate detail 
of wiping out pillboxes, concrete emplace- 
ments and heavily fortified positions had 
been studied and rehearsed. The Marines 
knew what they were getting into when they 
hit Iwo's beaches , . . but they were readv 
for it. 

- ■ . 

The convoy steamed northward, and 
finally on the morning of D-day, February 
, 19th, the battered fortress of Iwo Jima was 
sighted. Seen in the half-light of dawn, the 
island, stretching from the jagged crest of 
Mt. Suribachi at the southern end to the 
jagged cliffs on the north, appeared to have 
been stripped bare of every living thing. 

Nothing could actually be seen of the 
island proper, except the wrecked ships at 
the water's edge and the geysers of dirt and 
smoke thrown up by the tremendous naval 
barrage. 

The Fourth and Fifth Divisions went in 
first with the Third held in reserve. As the 
divisions pushed up the beach, yard by yard, 
a steady stream of reports came back to the 
men of the Third. Speculation was great as 
to when the Third would be brought into 
action. * 

The Third Division was primed and ready 

. . . it had been hoped that the entire divi- 
sion could be held back for a landing of its 
own on another Jap stronghold . . . Sakishima 
Gunlo. But as the extremely higb casualty 
reports came in from the Fourth and Fifth, 



it was obvious that the famed Third Division 
could no longer be held back. And finally on 
February 21st, the Third was committed to 
the action. 

Twenty six days later, on March 16th, or- 
ganized resistance on Iwo Jima was declared 
at an end, and the island was considered 
secure. 

In that simple sentence we have attempted 
to write the action of Iwo Jima ! But it is only 
when you look at the records thai one can 
appreciate the fighting that occurred on 
"Bloody Iwo". 

The 75mm and 105mm supplied over 
120,000 rounds of artillery. So intensive 
were the defensive preparations that hardly 
a move could be made without the assistance 
of artillery. Every jump-off by the Marines 
had to be preceded by an artillary barrage— 
these concentrations ranged from 10 minutes 
to an hour. 

Tanks played an equally imporlant role 
in the fighting. Many times, the Nips were 
so firmly entrenched, that the footsoldiers 
finding it impossible to advance even a yard, 
called on the tankers to punch holes in the 
enemy lines. The Japs also realized the im- 
portanee of our tanks, and as a result concen- 
trated their fire on the vehicles. Of the 
49 tanks committed. 15 were completely 
knocked out and the remainder were all out 
of action at one time or another. 

In short, the battle for The Pork Chop 
was won by the courage and will of every 
man there. No conceivable defense could 
have stopped them! 

Because of the huge amount of troops en- 
gaged and the limited size of the battlefield, 
nothing in warfare history compares with 
the Battle of Iwo Jima in magnitude and' 
fury. 85,000 men fought on the tiny atoll- 
battled until 26.000 of them were dead and 
another 16,000 wounded. 

But as Major General Graves Erskine said, 
"The victory was never in doubt. Only the 
cost!"
